Bowman Runs for Congress 
As Independent Democrat 

Bruce Bowman of 14-Z-3 Laurel 
Hill road, Greenbelt has announc¬ 
ed his candidacy as an independ¬ 
ent Democratic write-in candidate 
for Congress in Maryland’s 5th Con¬ 
gressional district. He did so at the 
urging of friends who felt his can¬ 
didacy would encourage a “posi¬ 
tive program of progress’’ in the 
areas of peace, civil rights, foreign 
& domestic economic aid and con¬ 
sumer protection. 

Bowman’s platform calls for “in¬ 
tensive conversations” with countr¬ 
ies in areas of tension, support of 
arms control and disarmament, con¬ 
tinuation and widening of the test- 
ban treaty and strengthening of the 
United Nations. He favors support 
and enforcement of the civil rights 
act, continued support of the peace 
corps, extension of aid to under¬ 
developed countries and relaxation 
of the cold war. 

On the domestic front Bowman 
stresses public and cooperative 
housing, community rehabilitation 
through neighborhood planning, 
job retraining and a domestic peace 
corps. He supports medical care for 
the aged under social security and 
feels the nation should plan con¬ 
version and readjustment of its 
economic life as military and space 
expenditures are reduced in favor 
of education, housing and commun¬ 
ity development. 

Bruce Bowman is 50 years old and 
has resided in Greenbelt for 20 
years. A management analyst for 
the Navy Federal Credit Union, 
Bowman has been active in public 
life, serving as a city councilman 
and helping organize many co¬ 
operative projects.

The Greenbelt Arts and Crafts 
Guild, reasonably pleased with the 
success of its modest current pro¬ 
gram in the field of fine arts, is 
now considering a similar program 
in the crafts area.

City Council Gets Ordinance 
To Control Disorderly Conduct

The city council meeting agenda on Monday, Oct o, toil 
about every facet of city government and community interes , in 
eluding even the approval of an expenditure of $400 for a new 
tape recorder for the council. 


Police Chief William Lane ren¬ 
dered a report to council on disor¬ 
derly persons in the center and 
vandalism. He proposed an officer 
be assigned to the area on foot and 
carry a transistorized portable two- 
way radio to keep in contact with 
the police station. The chief also 
proposed a behavior ordinance of 
an extensive nature, (see accompan¬ 
ying box). 


PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

It shall not be lawful for any 
person, or persons, within the 
City Limits of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land to congregate or assemble 
in any street, avenue, alley, road 
or highway, or in or around by 
public building or enclosure and 
engage in any loud boisterous 
talking, or any other disorderly 
conduct so as to disturb the pub¬ 
lic peace, or to insult or make 
rude or obscene gestures or com¬ 
ments or observations to persons 
passing by, or in their hearing, or 
to crowd, obstruct, or incommode 
the free use of any such street, 
the free entrance into any public 
or private building or enclosure; 
that it shall not be lawful for 
any person or persons to curse, 
swear or to make use of any pro¬ 
fane language, indecent or ob¬ 
scene words, or to engage in any 
disorderly conduct in any street, 
avenue, alley, road, highway or 
any foot pavements thereof, or 
ivenue, alley, road, highway, pub¬ 
lic park, public building, church, 
assembly room, or in any other 
public place, or in any place 
where the same can be heard in 
any street, avenue, alley, road, 
highway, public park, or other 
buildings, or in any premises oth¬ 
er than those where the offense 
was committed. Upon conviction 
thereof, shall be subject to a fine 
not less than twenty-five dollars, 
and not more than fifty dollars, 
or thirty days in the County Jail. 


The vandalism report had to do 
with the damage to the Youth Cen¬ 
ter, approximately $200, the fire at 
the statue in the center and fires 
started in the trash baskets around 
the center. No mention was made 
of the apprehension of any of the 
offenders. The proposed ordinance 
was referred to the city solicitor 
for such appropriate changes as le¬ 


gally necessary. 

The city solicitor was assigned 
another task when the doctors who 
are building the medical center 
building requested a legal access to 
their property, inasmuch as their 
7500 square ft site is land locked 
by the center mall and other city 
owned land not properly dedicated 
to public use. Councilman Bern¬ 
stein pointed out that the request 
was only a legal document that 
could be recorded, granting to the 
owners of this piece of land the 
same rights and privileges that the 
City had intended to grant to whom¬ 
soever owned this property when 
the parking lot property was sold 
to the city by GCS (Co-op). The 
document was referred to the city 
solicitor for his recommendations. 

The city treasurer indicated that 
several departments will not have 
sufficient funds to operate until 
the end of the present year and 
proposed an ordinance that would 
transfer funds to the departments 
that need the funds. The ordinance 
was approved by council by the sus¬ 
pension of the rules. 

The public works department 
came in for its mention in a re¬ 
quest from Bill Clark (Mr. Baseball) 
that the hard ball field be recon¬ 
ditioned this fall in order that it 
be in condition in time for spring 
practice. The problem was referred 
to the public works director for a 
report at the next meeting. 

The engineer inspector of the 
Springhill Lake roadways asked 
ciy council to approve the omission 
of sidewalks along the perimeter 
roadways, where they abut the Ju¬ 
nior High School and the Beltway 
Plaza property. The present city 
ordinance permits this action by 
city council but the problem was 
referred to the school board for 
their reaction before any final de¬ 
cision was made. 

The recreation department got 
their mention in a request from 
Mrs. A. Shiren, professionally 
kfiown as “Sari”, for the conversion 
of the Athletic Clubhouse to an Art 
Center for instruction in painting 
and ceramics primarily for child¬ 
ren but not limited to them. The 
council expressed interest and re¬ 
ferred the problem to the city man¬ 
ager and the recreation director as 
to what might be involved in the
